I e neglected in all prohahility, and the 
(•round will he left cloddy so the mois- 
ture will not filter through it readily 
and the growing root* will not he ahle 
to peneterate these clod*, but large 
of plant food will be an it 
p from them, and the 
young plants will not get a good 
sUrt before winter. 

Another advantage in early plowing 
is that you turn under all weeda he- 
lore many of them go to seed and 
that is a good way to make the culti- 
wition of future crops easy. 

To sum up, there are three good 
reasons for early plowing and thor- 
ough cultivation: First to retain 
moisture In the soil; second, to pulver- 
ize the soil; third, to kill weeds. 

Always take the harrow to the field 
with you and harrow down your fore- 
noon's plowing before going to dinner. 
Ml your afternoon's plowing before 
■ luitting at niirht.

Some have already sown rye in the 
Maitaeligj corn for late fall, winter and 
early spring pasture, and finally to 
le allowed t" crow up for harvest or 
at Is- plowed under.

Kye pustule will be of special value 
this fall and winter because pastures 
lire so short now on account of dry , 
•eatlicr that they need a chance to 
p. row up as much aa possible in No- 
rggSjgSJf and December. 

Kye pasture should pay several 
limes over for the seed and the work 
op putting it in: then the value of rye 
to prevent washing away of the soil 
on hill sides in winter is hard to esti- 
mate, and the amount that grows up 
to be plowed under is 
dollars a ton as fertilizer 



From a bushel and a peck to a 
liushel and a half per acre should be 
sown in the corn. If the corn stands 
Bp well rye can lie sown broadcast 
and covered with I shovel or 14 tooth 
cultivator: or better still it can be 
-own with a one-horse grain drill. 
These useful tools are now on sale by 
Kerea merchant*, and several are al- 
teaily in the hands of farmers. 

A number of farmers will sow bar- 
Icy instead of rye this fall. 

Care of Stock in Dry Weather 

It is destructive to pasture to keep 
them grubbed into the ground in dry 
weather It seems wasteful to cut off 
the corn now for feed, but you better 
put the stock in the woods pasture 
and cut the fired corn from the dry 
btHtlrj and feed it to them now for 
that corn never will grow any more 
but the pasture will revive when it 
ruins if you give it a chance. 

If you cut this dried up corn you 
will have the groand cleared for sow- 
Iftfl rye when it rains.

A sac or 
covering surrounds this white matter, 
keeping It from going any further 
than the one organ When this sao 
Is broken, as It must necessarily be 
by the breaking of ita outside covering 
in order to eject It from the eye. the 
contagion Is allowed to go down the 
noae and spread to the 

The bird Is then a 
there la no remedy 
The matter which will be found In the 
blood or the fowl la also of a very 
contagious nsture and contact with 
other organs will cause them to take 
on similar conditions of corruption and 
decay. 

If tbe bird I* kept In a warm place 
and Is fed on highly stimulating aud 
nutritious food the blood will finally 
right Itself, but It cannot do *o If 
largely re-Infected, or vaccinated with 
the virus of the dlseaae throughout
